TRADES UNIONS. 


Tho workingrnun of tho country are, at 


tho present timo, giving some conspicuous 
illustrations of their inconsistency. On ono 
Bido we hear them clamoring for work, de- 
claring that they and their families arn suf- 
fering from hunger and starvation bocnuKo 
there is no employment for honest labor, 


nnd, 
en tho other hand wo HOO them refus- 


ing work when it is offered to them, and 
combining to prevent others performing tho 
tasks which they refuso to do. 
Wo have 


had recent instances of this kind of tiling in 
Now York, and from nil over tho country 
eoiiio reports of strikes of worldngmon. The 
recent strike of tho stonecutters in Brooklyn 
aud of tho job printers in this city aro fair 
samples of what foolishness trades unionn 
will force sensible inon to commit. 
Tho 


Stonecutter's Society ordered nil its mem- 
bers to quit work because nn employer ro- 
f ueeil to be blacknmilod by tho society to 
tho extent of §100. Very foolishly, tho 
inon obeyed tho 
union, lived in itllo- 


ncas BOIUO five weeks, then yielded thoir 
point and resumed work on tho old torms. 
Many of tho men wore willing nnd anxious 
to work all tho time, but woro prevented by 
tho strikers. Tho Printers' Union expended 
something liko §50,000 to support its mem- 
bers in idleness wook after week, nnd, when 
ita money was exhausted, was compelled to 
ncoopt tho terms offered by tho employers. 
While Ihcso strikes woro ponding, . tho city 
was full of workmen who woro anxious to 
accept the vacant situations at tho wngoa 
offered, but were denied tho privilege of 
earning a support for themselves imd fam- 
ily by tho men who refused to work. 
In 


Newark, Dt tho present tiuio,thoro in n strike 
of shoomnkors, tho men refusing to either 
work themselves or to permit others to tlo 
so. They hnvo oven assumed to exorcise 
control over tho women who woro employed 
in various branches of tho shoo manufactur- 
ing business, and driven them from the 
work they nro only too thankful to got, In 
Cincinnati, « day or two ago, there was n 
ninsfl mooting of workingmonwho demanded 
employment, and who subsequently paraded 
tho streets in procession, demanding that 
something should be dono for them. Wo 
hoar continually tho throat made— for throat 
it is, portending riots and bloodshed— that 
tho workingmou aro approaching that con- 
dition when they must nnd will havo "broad 
or blood." Yet lot nn employer offer work 
to those "starving" workmen at prices loss 
thna those provided for by tho union, nud 
they will refuse it, or, if any of thorn should 
venture to accept it to savo their wivoa and 
children from starvation, they run tho risk 
of being pounded to death by these very 
men who aro HO clamorous for employment. 
They demand work on terms which they 
ihall dictate, and not such as tlio employer* 
can afford. They seem to loso sight of tho 
fact that thcflo are hard timos; that every- 
one is practicing forced economy, and that 
Iho prices which woro maintained during 
the war, when an inflated ourronoy gavn 
OTCryono plenty of monoy, mioh an it wan, 
can no longer bo kept up. 


Wo should hoar of nono of thoao strikes 


were it not for Iho tradon unions, which 
hold their inomborn In abjoot slavery. They 
Mo deprived of the right, of indlvldilal action

But tho willful, and headstrong take tho lead 
nnd before they know it tho in on of families 
aro precipitated into r. strike which their 
judgment condemns, and forced to waste 
their timo in idleness, not only -losing tho 
wages they might havo earned, but consum- 
ing any iittlo savings they may havo made. 


Strikes at this timo, when economy nnd 


rotronohmont aro enforced upon every men, 
no matter what his position, nro calculated 
to alienate tho sympathies of tho public 
from not only tho participants in tho strike, 
but tho working classes generally, including 
thosQ.who aro uuablo to obtain employment. 
Tho workingmon owo it to themselves nnd 
to tho thousands who aro unemployed, to 
rise above this tyranny of tho trades unions, 
nnd to lot thoir own good sense and con- 
sciences be their guides. 
Those aro not tho 


times when dollars aro easily gathered, and 
ho who can earn sufficient to support thoso 
who are dependent upon him commits n 
crlino ngainst society, aud is, moreover, a 
mortal coward if ho neglects or refuses tho 
opportunity. 
Let trades unions bo put 


aside by tho workingmon themselves, and 
they will havo taken a long atriclo toward 
bringing back those bettor days wo are nil 
so nnxious to BOO.—[Mail.
